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DETAILED ACTION 

Reasons For Allowance 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the prior art of 
reference has failed to disclose or suggest a cutting accessory for actuation by a powered 
surgical handpiece comprising a drive hub, a drive shaft, an outer hub, a seal disposed in the 
outer hub, and especially a removable accessory identification assembly structured as recited in 
independent claim 12 or an accessory for attachment to a powered surgical tool comprising a 
drive shaft, a coupling, a seal and especially a self-contained removable transponder structured 
in a manner as recited in independent claim 21. 

Claims 12-29 are allowed.
